“TEXAS” ENGINEER, 
AGED 88, IS DEAD 


John W. Wade, Sr., Had Lived 
In One House for 59 Years 
Continuously. 


Wade, Sr., who became a 
resident of Atlanta when he brought 
here two of the first locomotives ever 
used in this state, and who at one time 
was engineer of the famous old “Tex- 
as,’ which played so dramatic a-spart 
in the civil war, died yesterday after- 
nook in the eighty-elghth year of hit 
life. 

For more than sixty-one 
Wade had lived in Atlanta, and had re- 
sided continuously in one house for 
fiftv-nine years. This was the home 
place of the Wade family, at the corner 
of Gilmer and Pratt. streets, which was 
sold two years ago when the old gen- 
tleman moved to the house where he 
died: 148 Gilmer. street. 

Mr. Wade was born in England, April 

1825, but early in. life emigrated to 

Dominion of Canada where he lived 

Ontario. Deciding to become a me- 

chanic he moved to Philadelphia when

I don’t own any stock in the Atlanta 
Baseball association and have no per- 
sonal acquaintance with anyone direct- 
ly connected with, and l am not trying 
to have a fling at any of them lo 
lighten any grudge—l am just a com- 
mon, every-day fan. When 1 have the 
money 1 go to the games and pay the 
admission, and when I haven't. the 
price 1 stay away. The old idea thai 
the public hasnt’ any right to a voice 
and that the fan should sing eternal 
praises is bosh, There ig a limit to al] 
things. 

The average fan has read so many 
times in the sporting columns of the 
Atlamta papers, “Crackers just now 
striking their stride; watch the Crack- 
ers climb,’ @tc., he turns With disgust 
at the very sight of it. Atlanta isn't 
last in anything else, and there is no 
excuse for her being last in the South- 
ern league. <A tail-end baseball team 
in a iive town is a drawback to it 
instead of being an advertisement.
